|Support Prices For Tung 


Nuts, Oil Announced 


Washington—Grower prices of 1951- 
crop tung nuts will be supported by the 
Agriculture Department at $67.20 a ton 
on a basis of 17.5 per cent oil content. 

Grower owned tung oil will be sup- 
ported at'26.5 cents a pound. 

Last year support rates were $63 for 
nuts and 25.1 cents for oil. Tung oil is 
a high grade industrial oil. Tung nuts 

iare grown principally in the Louisiana 
Mississippi Gulf area. 

: Price support for tung nuts is requir- 
ed by Congress at a level between 60 
and 90 per cent of parity. 

The support levels announced for the 
1951 crop reflect 60 per cent of the par- 
ity price for tung nuts of $112 a ton 
as of November Ist, 1951, the beginning 
of the 1951-52 marketing year. 

Commodity Credit Corporation loans 
on tung oil will mature October 31st, 
1952, or earlier on demand . Growers 
who intend to deliver tung nuts to CCC 
under a purchase agreement must notify 
their county production and marketing 
administration committee within a 30- 
day period ending March 31st, 1952. 

Those intending to deliver tung oil 
under a purchase agreement must notify 
their county committee within a 30-day 
period ending October 31, 1952.

of the federal state inspection service 
over those marketed earlier in the year. 

The officials, W. E. Jones, extension 
marketing specialist fruits and , veget- 
ables, Jackson, and Leon Scott, chief, 
federal-state inspection service, were 
in the Gulfport area after there had. 
been a flood of complaints against the | 
inspections and the grades given early 
season pecans. 

Separation of varieties and sizing of | 
the nuts by farmers prior to asking for 
an inspection would greatly improve 
chances of better grades, Scott declared. 

The officials emphasized that the pe- 
can marketing agreement, which oper- 
ates under the federal marketing act .pf 
1938, was designed to help growers if 
they followed through on it. They poin- 
ted out that the program is operated 
entirely by the growers. The two-year- | 
old program sets up grades and restr- | 
ictions on pecans and requires federal | 
inspection before 200 pounds or more 
may be shipped out of the regulated 
area. | 

Growers in Mississippi, Alabama, Flo- 
rida, Georgia and South Carolina app- 
roved the program in a referendum.

STATE ROAD PLAN 
TOPS $48 MILLION 


Federal Aid Construction 
Program Outlined 


Washington—Louisiana has a $48,378 
000 federal aid highway program under 
way; Mississippi's involves $27,083,000. 

This is shown in a report by the bur- 
eau of public roads. 


Of Louisiana’s total program, includ- 
ing roads under construction, in the plan 
ing stage and those expected to reach the 
planning stage shortly, the federal share 
is roughly half, or $23,692,000. 

The federal contribution toward Miss- 
issippi’s program is $13,784,000. 

The report shows that Louisiana had 
$19,438,000 in federal aid highways un- 
der construction, $11,159,000 in the plan 
approved stage and $17,781,000 in the 
preliminary planning stage. 

Mississippi has an $18,763,000 prog- 
ram under actual construction, another 
$3,850,000 ready for construction, and
